He Describes the Whispering Galleries, Canals and 
Liquid Seas Threugh Which the Music of the 
abernaci> Organ Mekes Ite Way to His 
Congr: gation—Havirg No Ears.

BROOKLYN, February 18.—The following sermon 
was preached in the Brooklyn Tabernacle by Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage this morning: 

Before the sermon Dr. Talmage read and ex- 
pounded the tenth chapter of Matthew 

Opening hymn: 

‘‘He leadeth me! Oh, blessed thought! 

Oh, words of heavenly comfort fraught!”’ 

Subject: ‘The Ear.’’ 
Text—Psalm xciv. 9: 

shall He not see’”’ 

‘‘Architeciure is one of the most fascinating arts, 
and the study of Egyptian, Grecian, Etruscan, Ro- 
man, Byzantine, Moorish, Renaissance, ani mod 
ern styles of builcing has become to many a sub- 
time lifework. Lineoln and York Cathedrals, and 
st. Paul’s and St. Peter's, and arch of Titus and 
Theban Temple, and Alhambra and Parthenon are 
monuments of the genius that created them. But 
more wonderful than avy arch thatever sprung, or 
any transept window that ever illumed, or any 
Corinthian column that ever crowned, or any

gothic cluster that ever elaborated, is the 
human ear. Although the most skillful and 
assiduous physiologists of the ages haye 


been busy in the study of its arches, its rotunda 
its floors, its canals, its aqueducts, its vibrations, its 
conuvolutions,its intricacies, its resonance,it will take 
another thousand years forthe world to find what 
God did when he planned and executed the over- 
mastering and infinite architecture of the human 
ear. The most of it is invisible to the human eye, 
and the microscope breaks down in its attempt at 
exploration. Thecartilage which we call the ear 
is only the storm-door of the temple, away down, 
hidden at the seat next door to the 
immortal soul, With all styles of ear 
specula or magnifying glass or re- 
flector, scientists such as Helmholtz. and Corti, and 
DeBlainville, and Hensen, and Kanke, and Buck 
have tried to walk the Oppian way of theear, but 
ouly two feet have ever traversed the mysierious 
pathway—the foot of sound and the foot of God. 
Three ears on each side the head, external ear, mid- 
die ear, internal ear, but allconnected by wouder 
ful telegraphy. The outside ear, for all the ages 
adorned by precious metal and precious stones, so 
that the ancient temple was partly built by thecon- 
tribution of earrings, and Homer. in his Iliad, says 
of Hera: 
‘‘Igathree bright drops her glittering gems 
Suspended ftom her ears.’’ 

And manyof the ear jewels of to day are only 
copies of these found in Pvompeiian museum or 
Etruscan vase; but the middle ear and the internal 
ear are adorned only by the hand of the Omuiscient. 
The stroke of this organ key tefore me ‘vibrates the 
air aud the outside ear gathers up the undulating 
sound and passcs it along the ossicles or bonelets of 
the middle ear to the internal ear, and that is filled 
by a liquid which vibrates against the 3,000 fibers of 
the brain which catch the vibrations and pass them 
into the soul. 

THE HIDDEN INSTRUMENTS OF THE EAR, 
has been Called by physiologists by the names of 
things which they resemble: like a hammer made 
to strike, like an anvil made tobe struck, like the 
stirrup of asaddle by which we mount a steed, 
like a tambaurine to be played on, like a drum to 
be sounded in the march, like the strings of a harp 
io be swept by the hand, like a stairway to ascend, 
curiously and exquisitely curved like a snail shell 
after which a part of it is named, like the tubes of 
a great heating apparatus sending round and 


round that which enters, like a labyrinth 
with winding passages in which your 
thought may enter only to be lost 
in bewilderment. The air that fills 


the middie ear,a medium for the sound to pass 
through into the quid that fills the internal ear. 
Then there is a muscle which, by contracting, de- 
fends the ear against too loud noise, as the pupil of 
the eye contracts against too great light. The outer 
ear is defended by wax, which, with its bitterness, 
discourages insectile entrance. The inside ear is 
imbedded in the hardest bone of the human sys- 
tem, a very rock of strength and defiance. The 
organ is capable of catching, according to one sci- 
eutist, asound of 73,700 vibrations in a second. The 
outside ear, wide open to catch all sounds, whether 


crash of avalanche or hum of ~bee, but 
the door, at the other side of the ear shut 
against all intrusion, and henceforth com- 


municaiion must goin only by divine machinery. 
The sound admitted to the middle ear finds the 
further door of that second apartment closed, and 
can only advance by more divine mechanism. 
Having passed into the third ear and swam the 
liquid, it takes the fine rail track of brain, branches 
aud passes on into sensation, ana there the curtain 
drops and the gates come shut and the voice of 
Goud seems to say to all human inspection: ‘‘Thus 
farand no turther.’’ In this vestibule of the soul’s 
palace how many kings of medicine and physiology 
have stood doing penance of study for a lifetime, 
and never gotfurther than the outward door of the 
vestibule! Mysterious home of reverberation and 
echo!

lieadquarters of the soul, to which comes, part of 
the way by cartilage, and part of the way by bone, 
and part of the way by air, and part of the way by 
water, and part of the way by nerve, the quickest 
dispatch; the slowest message darting in at the rate 
of 1,090 feet a second!

Here are the staves, 
lines, spaces, bars and rests foral) the sweet sounds 
that shall ever be uttered. Mysterious bridge from 
outside natural world to inside spiritual world’ 
We see the abutment at this end of the bridge, but 
the fogs of mystery hide the abutment at the other 
end of the bridge. 

Great Whispering gallery of the immortal soul! 
The human voice is a eulogy of the wonderful or- 
gans ofthe humanear. that voiceitis estimated 
can produce 17,592,186,044,415 sounds, All this va- 
riety of human toue created not for the regalement 
or instruction or arrest of bird or beast, but to play 
on the human ear. Last Tuesday, in Vénice, laid 
down bis head in death one whom many choose to 
call the greatest musical composer of the century. 
Fatherless at six years of age, and struggling on up 
through obloquy and all the world against him, 
Wagoner at last gained the patronage of a king and 
won the highest admiration of ihe opera houses o 
Europe and America. All his strugeles until sevy- 
enty years of age to conquer the world’s ear’ 
he same battle was fought by Gluck, by Web 2r 
by Mozart, by Beethoven, by Mendelssohn, by 
Meyerber, by Rossini and by a long roll of German, 
French and Italian composers, some of whom left 
their blood on their key notes and tuning-forks 
aud musical scores; battle fought with baton and 
flute and Orgun-pipe and trumpet and cornet, a 
piston and all the brazon and ivory and silver and 
golden implements of orchestra—the academies of 
music and the royal theaters and 


the opera houses and the churches the 
great fortresses of the contest, England and

rah,’’ and) Messiah,” and “Jeptha,’’ and “Israel 
in Fgypt,” and ‘“‘Jndas Maccabeus,’’ the mighty 
genius of the German composer still weeping in 
the dead march of grand obsequies, and triumph- 
ing in the riptures of every Easter morn. 

For the et pture of the ear Schubert toiled from 
the time he wrote his immortal “‘Serenade,’’ the 
staves of which t2usic were written on the back of 
a bill of fare}, a restaurant, until he died leaving 
1,000 com soshions. For the capture of the ear Mo- 
zart stragsied on through life and came to a 
pauper’s grave. One wet and cold afternoon the 
body of him who had written the immortal 
‘‘Reguiem,’’ and “G minor Symphony”’ crunched 
down into the same grave with two other paupers, 
epitaphless. For the capture of the ear everything 
mellifluous hag been created from the birth hour, 
when our eprth was first wrapped in swaddling 
ciothes of light and the other worlds serenaded it to 
the time whem Jabal thrummed the first harp, 
pressed the kay of the first organ, down to the music 
of this Sabbath morning; yea, ali syveet sounds to 
come in the overtures of heaven, for whatever por-

Atthe consecration of the priests of the 
ancient temple the blood of a lamb was put upon 
the top of the right ear, but we all need the conse- 
crated touch of ordination on the hanging lobe of 
the ears and on the upper arch of both earsand on 
the eustachian tube of the ears and on the mastoid 
cells of the earand on the tympanic cavity of the 
ear and on the labyrinth of the earand from the 
rim of the outside ear clear in to where the sound 
steps off of the auditory nerve and rolls far on down 


tnto the bottomless soul.

and ‘‘itching ears’’ and ‘“‘heavy ears’’ and ‘‘uncir- 
cumsized ears’’ and ‘‘open ears,’’ and, implying 
that many have this organ but still are deaf to duty, 
cries aloud: “He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear.’’ Toshow how important the divine Christ 
thought the human ear, one time he found aman 
who was deaf,and he stepped up to him, and, put- 
ting the right fingerin the orificeof the man’s left 
ear and the left fingerinto the man’s right ear, he 
agitated the tympanum of the bonelets and the 
nerve of hearing, and then uttered a word which 
vibrated clear back to the soul, ‘‘Ephphetha’’—be 
opened—and the inflammation of the auricle cool- 
ed off, or the atrophy of the tympanum weak- 
ened, or the polyphoid growth gave way, 
and the man that night for the first time 
in years heard, the wash of the waves of Galilee 
against the limestone shelving. Still further to 
show His idea of the importance of the ear, when 
Peter, the apostle, got mad and, with a slash of his 
sword, dropped the ear of Malchus in the dust, 
Christ, by an omnipotent touch, gave him a new 
external ear to correspond with the middle ear and 
the internal ear which the sword could not clip 
away. Yea, He will not allow any deafness in the 
lilennial June which is to roseate the earth, for 
He distinctly declares ‘‘the ear of the deaf shall be 
unstopped.’’ All the vasicnilar growths gene, 
ali the catarrhal inflammation ended, all the defor- 
mations of the delicate organs of hearing put aside 
for a perfect apparatus of hearing as God knows how 
to construct. All will be able to hear with acutest 
appreciation the burst of that harmonyin which 
all the best musical instruments of the ages shall 
play the accompaniment of a song in which all the 
nations of the earth and all the empires of heaven 
shall join their voices with the deep bass of the sea 
and the alto of the woods and the tenor of the 
winds and the baritone of the thunder, allelulia 
surging up to meet allelulia descending. 

My friends, I fear we have been

when we have him close by within us. We pat up 
a great telescope and from the observatory we see 
God in Jupiter and ig Saturn andin Mercury, but 
I think we May see qpiteas much if not morecf 
him through the miscroscope of the speculum of 
the aurist. Kings and queens haye more than one 
residence at the sama time. In France it has been 
St.Cloud and Versailles and the Tuileries. In Great 
Britain it is St. James, Balmoral and Osborne. And 
it is not always the largest palace that is the favored 
place of king orqueen. So the King of heaven 
and earth has many palaces and larger castles, 
but 1 think no more curiously wrought one 
than the human ear. Even thé heavens can not 
contain Him, yet He says He can dwell in the con- 
trite heart, and, if so, He can livein theear. God 
no more in the infinite than in the infinitesimal. 
He walks the corridors of the ear, He sits in its gal. 
leries, He steps along the auditory nerves, He re- 
ceives their messages from the outside world and is 
near enough to hear all that goes on in the brain 
aud thesoul. Palace of the Almighty, the human 
ear! Throne of infinity! He who rides the white 
horse of eternal victory in the apocalypse puts his 
footin that loop of bone which the physiologists 
call the ‘‘stirrup’' of the ear. 
Are you ready now for the questfon of the text’ 
Have you endurance to bear its overwhelming sug- 
gestion woile you take hold of some pillar to bal- 
at.ce yourselfunder its semi-omnipotent stroke? 
‘He that planned the ear, shall he not hear’’’ Yes;

The phonograph has been invented, by which, if 
you speak into it, the words and the very tones of 
your voice are kept, and so accurately kept thatifa 
hundred years from now the machinery should be 
turned it would unroll the sound just asitis now 
recorded. Wonderful phonograph! As now we 
may keep of our beloved dead a lock of hair or a 
photograph of the features, so shall we be able to 
keep the tones of their voice, and they, uttering in 
their lifetime-some words of affection into this in- 
strument, we shall long after they are gone be able 
tounroll the endearing utterances. But more won 
derfully does God’s ear retain and retain forever. 
How delightfully encouraging to all our 
prayers! What an awful fright for our 
wicked utterances! What an assurance 
of warm-hearted sympathy in all our griefs! ‘‘He 
that planted the ear, shall he not hear?’ Miss no 
opportunity of putting that ear under best of sounds. 
Take it away from ali gossip, and slander, and in- 
nuendo, and deoasing influgnee of bad association, 
and putit to sehool, at chureh and philharmonic, 
and take it where it can be blessed by the touch of 
Christian hymuology, and resolve thaton earth and 
iv heaven it shall be consecrated to him who planted 
the ear. Rousseau, the infidel, lay down to sleep one 
night among his manuscripts piled all around him, 
and he dreamt and thought he headed the chorus 
of heavenly worshipers, enrapturing beyond 
anything he ever heard; and in his dream 
he asked an angelic being what it a!) meant, 
and the angel answered: “This is the se of 
God, and that anthem is the song of the redeemed.” 
Under another roll of the celestial music Rousseau 
awoke and rose at midnight to write down the 
sweet strains in the immortal music entitled the 
“Song of the Redeemed.’’

In the autumn of 1752 the “Virginia company of 
comedians’’ played, at the theatre near the capitol 
in Williamsburg, Virginia, ‘‘The Merchant or Ven- 
ice,’’ the first dramatic representation in America.

T here are few fellows in journalism whose hearts 
do not grow tender over the history that lies back 
of that phrase.

But better and more honorable than all this is 
the story of his hearthstone. When he was a young 
man of 26 he was eugaged to Miss Carrie Garrett, of 
Peoria, Illinois. She was a frailand delicate girl 
and one evening Eurdette was summoned to her bed- 
side with the message that she was dying. Little 
hope was entertained for her life when he reached 
her. It was determined at the wish 
of both he and she that they should 
be married, even if death should at once claim the 
bride. The ceremony took place in fifteen minutes, 
the little lady being able to respond only by a mo- 
tion of the eyes and a gentle pressure of the hand, 
In spite of the doctors’ predictions she rallied, and 
was finally well enough to move to the quiet and 
cosy home her husband had provided for her. 


But she has been an invalid all nerlife. More 
than once her life has been despaired of. Usually © 


she has been confined to her room and unable to 
walk. One night at a theater in Philadelphia the 


writer saw a pale and ear.est man making bis way - 


to a private box with a delicate, clinging woman in 
his arms. Her girlish face was full of a pathos that 
passes description, but was wonderfully pretty. 
And strangely happy, too—filled with a full 
content. Everybody made way for the little 
lady, and her great tender eyesseemed to send 
thanks to every gentleman who moved aside in 
courtesy. It,was Bob Burdette and his invalid 
wife. Thisis an index of his treatment all the 
time. He has literally encompassed her with his 
love. The temptations‘of the world, the dazzle and 
glitter of the society that has welcomed him—tne 
converse With brilliant men, the club, the theatre, 
wealth, fame—all and eiiherof them failed to win 
his heart away from the little woman who sat at his 
fireside and lived on his love and sympathy. 

Nor was there lacking a practical reward of this 
devotion. Mrs. Burdette has been the inspiration 
of her husband’s life—at once his spur and his 
counsellor. She first discovered the rich quality 
and the spontaniety of Bob's humor and the homely 
flavor that would carry it to the heart 
well as

AND NOW ABOUT THE ROBINS. 

All through Burdette’s writing there are glimpses 
of his home and of his wife, who he has dubbed 
‘‘Her Little Serene Highness.’’ One of the happiest 
things on this subject is the following, which ap- 


pearec last August:

A Morning with the Jester, the Little Serene High- 
Iness and the Birds. 

Justin frontof the mullion window of my pala- 
tial den two robins have builded their nest in a 
pine tree. Ihave been watching them this morn- 
ing. It is the beginning of a warm day, and uo- 
body wil) be left. 

Down 
in the shadow of the porch the thermometer is try- 
ing to climb up the sides of the house, look 1n at the 
cool recess where I pass the hours of pleasant ease 
in tranquil meditation and idle writing. The 
leaves of the maples stir and rustle now and then, 
touched by the breath of a wind that no one save 
the maples can feel, as it whispers to them the se- 
cret of its coming and going. A few fleecy clouds 
whiter than snow and light as gauze 
stretch across the sky of undecided blue, 
looking #s though they had been caught out in the 
sunshine and didn’t know where to look for the 
starsand night. Down the lane and through the 
big gate, the heat is dancing above the turnpike in 
quivering lines of light. From the woods beyong 
the pasture lot, comes now and then the long 
‘“‘b-r-r-rer’’ of a locust, drawn out in a dying dimin- 
uendo, as though the locust had been sunstruck 
just at the outburst of his noisy song. The cows 
have given up browsing and withdrawn into the 
shade to fight flies, while they chew the tranquil cud 
aud ruminate over early June days, and spring-cool 
brooks that babble and murmer over clear, 
shining pebbles, and still pools knee deep under 
the branching elms, and hiliside pastures where 
the soft winds turn away the wrath 
of the sun. Between the chestnut 
rails the blackberries gleam and shine in jewels 
of jet and ruby, the paradoxical berry that is 
green when itisred and generally gone when it 
is ripe; for our blackberries are loved of the 
goats and are eaten young. Golden yellow glare 
the stubbie fields. The great load of oats that 
Louis is bringing in seemsto fill the narrow lane 
to overflowing, and it brings with it a sense of 
the harvest home and nine hundred thousand 
bushels of midges, smaller than pin points and 
twice as aggravating. From the great barn comes 
the monotonous rattle of the horse power and 
the muffled hum of the thresher, out where the 
flying clouds of chaffand the running streamof 
wheat represent nothing and everything. The 
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hom n beauty. She is ne as busy if she isn't 
BO syeatcal as her warbling lord, and her motherly 
little chirp carries a whole orchestra of cheerfu:- 
nexs in it. Down into the grass she goes, up she 
comes with a great long worm wriggling in her 
Vitle bill. She shoots berself like an arrow to the 
hore e¢.on the limb farthest to the nest, she 
hops closer, then goes away alimb or two, then 
another advance: now she moves by the left 
flank; right about again; by the right 
Gank and forward; then another re 
trograde movement, and then al this skirmishin 
_ is ended by a quick advance, Robinette is perches 
on the side of the nest, and oh! the cavernous litue 
mouths and vrellow throats stretched up for that 
worm! How evercan she make it go around? But 
the rations are served out to the littie garrison, and 
as Robinette, with one or two motherly admonitory 
chirps. flies away on another foraging expe‘tition, 
mr tord Rahin r turns. You will observe that he 
fs0es more directly to the nestand turns over his 
Cumaissery stores With greater abruptness. He is 
bolder. and doesn't care if we do find his nest, feel- 
ing confident of his ability to defend that tree 
against half a dozen men. And he stops around 
home a second or two and whistics a few bars of his 
favorite melody, ‘“‘Cherries are Ripe,"’ before he 
Starts away again. 
And so all the morning they are hard at work. 
Back and for h, into the garden. down in the grass, 
in among the bleckberry vines—and how they do 
carry worms and bugs to that nest. Is a young 
robin ever satisfied, 1] wonder? And when do the 
old birds get anythingto eat? I haven't seen them 
take any lunch for themselves this morning. There, 
my lady has just lighted on the branch from which 
she usually makes lier last approach to the west; 
there is a quick flash of brick—red in the sunlght 
and lord robin is at her side, with another worm in 
his bill. longer than the one she has captured. How 
fhe manages to take the worm he offers her without 
drepping herown marketivg, I can’t undersiand 
but she does it. and while he whistles a jubiiant 
air and swings away after more provender, she 
reaches the nest with those cunning lite stragetie 
movements, all the more comical because we cat 
See the nestall the time, and the yawning litle 
mouths are flied agein. Then away goes the litle 
mother to mke anuvuther little flyer on the worm 
market. 

Somebody else is watching the robins on the lawn. 
From the shady porch below the window where the 
easy chair sways on iis comforting rockers comes a 
voices ©. eer and clearer than the robin’s whistle. 

“Robin!”’ 

**yos, serene highness,’’ the Jester caHs from his 
em brasured den, rich in the seclusion of its silken 
tapestries. 

*The pine tree 
grass at my feet.’ 

“Yes, serene highness 

“He says. “it’s hard to work to keep a family.’ "’ 

“Yes serene htghness.”’ 

And as the Jester tore the last page from the clip, 
he wondered if it was fair that the robin should 
not only have to forage worms for the family in the 
pine tree, but write twocolumns for The Hawkeye 
at the same time? , 

“While i have done nothing all morning,’’ said 
the Jester, with a couch of self-reproach, ‘‘Well, 
I'll never tell him, anyhow; he might want the pay 
and the credit for it."’ 

And as he folded tne pages, the Jester promised 
himseif that the next time he went fishing with Dr. 
McLain, he would dig an extra pint of worms for 
the cherry little family in the pine tree. 

From this little scrap which floated all through 
the press, Burdet‘'e come to cail his home the Robin’s 
Nest, and he the jester became ‘‘the robin.”’ A 
short time ago the following poem came to the press 
—a loving meseage from his wife. It isa charming 
piece of work, Or rather, for itcan hardly be called 
“work’’—a charming bitof song. Happy is the hus- 
band—proud must he be—clear souled must he be—

The many admirers of Mr. Ruskin who can- 
not afford to pav their weight in gold for his 
earlier books will feel lively satisfaction at an 
announcement contained in the circular to 
which he “pays the courtesy of bis readers 
and here and there the solicitude of his 
friends at the time of the monthly issue of 
magazines.’ A new edition of the second 
volume of ‘‘Modern Painters’ (“Of Ideas of 
Beauty’’) will be ready by Easter, witha 
‘new preface and numerous critical netes by 
the author. The criticisms of authors upon 
themselves are always interesting, and Mr. 
Ruskin has no more candid critic of his early 
books than himself. Sometimes heis ‘‘en- 
clined to siy of my work as Albert 
Durer of his engraving, ‘sir, it cannot be bet- 
ter done’”’ andih his new editivn of “The 
Stones of Venice’ he is more than once con- 
strained “to give myself another pat and 
‘good dog.’ ’’ Butin the footnotes to''Fronde’s 
Agrestes’’ Mr. Ruskin has said soms very 
hard things of the author of *Modern Pain- 
ters.’ The second velume*in particuiar is 
pronounced “‘the most effected and weak of 
all my books,”’ and is said to be full ot ‘‘mor- 
bid violence of passion and narrowness of 
thought.”’

CONFiNING THE RIVER. 

The Recommendations of the Mis«issipp! RKiver 


OComimlitee. 

WASHINGTON, Februury 24.—The following 
are the conclusions and recommendations of 
the select commit ee on the improvement of 
the Mississippi river, as embodied in their 
report presented to the house by Chairman 
Burrows to day: The report states that the 
work of imwruving navigation by the plan of 
tbe commiussion, has not been sufliciently 
proven a success to Warrunt its continuation 
excep? at two points, Plum Point and Lake 


Providence reach, where the work is new 
going forward... It recommends that the 


work be continued at these points, and at no 
other place, and that an appropriation be 
made by coxgress sufEcient to establish the 
desirability of this plan if itmay be shown by 
these experiments. The report gives it as the 
opinion of the committee that the levees are 
n stessential tothe navigation of the river, and 
therefore it recommends that no appropriation 
should be msade for their construction. In 
regard to the outlet system, the report says 
that, while the-outlets might relieve the river 
of its flood, the committee cannot recommend 
them ag valudvle to navigation.

THE FACT AND FICTIONOF TREAS- 
URER POLK’'S:DOWNPFALL. 


The Pride of Fam|!y Surrenders to (29 Allucsmonts o 
Speculation— foiled in the Grasp of a Wily 
¥Yue- The Sustaining Prop Romoved in 
O’Vonnor’s Death—A Proposition. 


Special to The Constitution. 

NasuviLue, February 24.—When a commit- 
tee of the Tennessee legislature called at the 
jail day before-yesterday to interview Colonel 
M. T. Polk in relation to certain phases of his 
defalcation as state treasurer, they ‘found a 
man suffering severely both in body and 
mind. Ever since his incarceration he has 
been suffering with rheumatism in his shoul- 
der, and in the stumpof the leg he lost 
upon the battle-field while serving as chief 
of artillery with his relative, the late General 
Leonidas Polk. In looks, as well as in spirits, 
he is but a shadow of his former self, and as 
he lay prone upon his couch, relating some 
of the features of his malfeasance to the law- 


makers of the state, he was but a sorry re 
minder of the strong, good-natured man that 
was so recently a popular and respected offi- 
cial. He seems to bave his heart set upon 
vaining his liberty, and if he should fail to 
secure a release it is the general belief that he 
will not live long. There is a chip saying 
that wrong-doing has fiction as a foundation, 
and that good men often go wrong from look- 
ing at the air castles schemers build for them, 
A VIGTIM OF TRADITION. 


Here is an exanfple. When Polk was 
elected state treasurer of Tennes- 
see in 1877 the office was 


surrounded with a tradition, even a precedent 
that the state treasurer was expected to get 
rich y successfully speculating with the 
money entrusted to his keeping. Nearly all 
the officers preceeding him had followed this 
rule and thrived. No man for years had re- 
tired from the position that paid a salary 
hardiy large enough fora man to live com- 
fortably upon without an independence. Dr. 
Morrow, who was his immediate successor, 1s 
credited witb an ample fortune from his 
thrifty care of the state fugds. It was not 
hard then with these exaniples before hijn for 
a good-natured, easy-going man like Polk to 
become the prey of certain men who were 
speculating in the misfortunes of Tennessee, 
not only with theirown but other people’s 
money, when they could get hold of it. Here 
is the story of his trouble as you can hear it 
from a score of reputable people every day: 
THE EVILGENIUS APPEARS, 

Tom O'Conner, of Knoxville, who owneda 
National bank down there and was the smart- 
est, boldest man and speculalor in the state, 
threw his grappling irons into Polk at the 
very beginning of his term. He appears to 
have done the same with the legislature of 
that year. The contracts at the state peni- 
tentiary were fat picking and he wanted them, 
so he captured a great many men and made a 
great deal of money. Colonel Polk’s defalca- 
tions began with Mr. O’Conner’s ccuntrol of 
the legislature and of promiment men, and 
from that day until his flight he 
was short in his accounts from 
$45,000 a year up to $225,000. These amounts 
were the minimum and maximum, varying 
many thousand each year up to the fiaal dip 
that increased it to $368,000. How did he pro- 


tect himself SO long? The ex- 
p'anation is easy they say. When 
it became necessary for him to make 


ashowing of the condition of his office, 
O'Conner, with his great financial resources, 
would step in and temporarily supply the 
deficiency, and when the cloud was over the 
peculation and speculation went on as before, 
that is, this isthe explanation you get here on 
every band. 
MISLED BY HIS FRIEND, 

A part of the gossip in relation to Colonel 
Poik’s association with O'Conner, is that the 
latter having himin his power would often 
give him wrong points en Tennessee bonds, 
etc,, aud then supply the stocks or securities 
to be sold to Polk, and thus fleece the unsus- 
pecting treasurer. Itis told here as a fact 
that Polk eventually caught O’Cenner at this 
game, and had a lively quarrel with his Knox- 
ville backer. The weaker man, however, was 
in the hands of the stronger. Polk was es- 
stopped, as the lawyers say, from pleading 
these facts to friends, and so the alliance was 
continued. 

W hile O’Conner lived, Polk was in no great 
danger of exposure. The fermer was strong 
enough to prevent trouble and had too much 
of an interest in the pickings to see his victim 
get into difficulty; but when O’Conner died 
the prop was gone, and retribution cameswilt 
and sure. Polk made every possible turn to 
save bimself before exposure and ruin reached 
him, but although. he appropriated’ $189,000 
in the last four months oi his administratien, 


it afiorded him no relief, and when 
the time came for him _ to _ report 
ihe condition of his office to the 


legislature, he left the state. Had O’Conner 
not been killed, Polk would donbtless have 
youe on to the end of his term without 
molestation, and perhaps never would have 
been exposed. The men who thus speak of 
UO Conner might not be so free to do so were 
he alive. It is easy to make a scape-goat of a 
deud man. - Colonel O’Conner’s fnends repel 
these silatements and aver that Polk got into 
trouble from his own innate cussedness. | 
tive you the views as found here upon the 
streets and do notjclaim to say who is right.

POLK’S PREVIOUS CHARACTER.

How many 
good men go wrong and get mired in the 
mud of public position: He had been a gal- 
lant soldier of the confederacy, and had sort 
of a romantic military career. [think he 
lost his leg at Chickamauga and as an ey- 
idence of nerve was strapped ubon a caisson 
and driven off tbe fieldin highly dramatic 
style. All these remembrances of him 
tend to seften the public mind, and if he 
should be released there would be no yer 
regret. Indeed, I think

HIS FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS. 

Colonel sulk gave a bond for $100,000, 
most, if not all of which, is good. The state

the assets he left behind. Then there is $50,- 
WU against the estate of Thomas O'Conner, 
which is perfectly good. This in itself would 
foot up $270,000. All this wiil be released 
upon a paymasntot the amount claimed by the 
state. if those who are behind Colonel Polk 
settied the entire claim of $361,000 that the 
state claims against him, they can do it at an 
outlay of $232,000. The new issue of the 
state bank of Tennessee which the supreme 
court of the United States has decided the 
state must take dollar for dollar furnishes the 
outlet. This issue isnow.worth from sixty 
to sixty-five cents, and $232,000 worth of it 
will pay offthe whole defalcation if it ¢an 
be bought at this price. Thusif the claim 
is good that Polk's property and pond is 
worth $270,000, those interested in settling 
the defaiccation will make money as well as 
saving Mr. Polk’s name by taking advantage 
of the law and pay oft the entire claims 
Some men even ailege that in addition to this 
$270,000 of resource that the state is after and 
can make, and that Polk wili have if h@ set- 
tles, there is $84,000 of government bonds be- 
longing to the school funds that were in the 
treasury When he assumed control of it that 
are not now accounted for anywhere. This 
is simple go-sip, however, and is probably in 
keeping with the other stories that, having 
this law in view, Polk reimbursed bis securi- 
ties out of the money he took from the state 
before he absconded. I give them, however, 
as a fraction only of the rumors that are going 
the rounds in relation to this interesting case. 

HIS PROPERTY POINTED OUT. 
“In what does Polk’s property consist,” did 
you ask? 
In his frienzy after O’Conner’s death Polk 
seeins to have gone into anything and every- 
thing. He took astate senator by the name 
of Cooper, from one of the back counties, and 
bought into asilver mine dewn in Mexico. 
Cooper left about the time Polk did, and is 
down there now managing it. Polk has one- 
third interest in the whole mine, and it is said 
to bé very valuable. Polk thinks, andso do his 
friends, thatif he can get released and go 
down there, thathe can soon settle all his 
financial difficulties in Tennessee and still be 
arich man. His shareinthisis now estimated 
to be wurth $75,000. 
There is a mania in Nashville about walnut 
timber land. Within the past few years 
trade in this class of lumber has growa into a 
great industry here, and many men have 
made fortunes out of it. Polk struck the 
walnut idea and bought in North Carolina, a 
very valuabie piece of land, heavily wooded 
with excellent walnut that even his enemies 
say is worth $30,000. Other property of less 
note is scattered about in different directions. 
This is schedule enough, however, to show 
the latitude and curiosity of his speculations. 
The plain story of them is a sindy. 
His whole history as a public officer is also 
& romance, and shows how easy itis fora man 
to beled into wrong dving sometimes when 
thrown into the g'are of a gaudy picture of 
wealth obtained without work. 

SHOULD THE COMPROMISE BE ACCEPTED? 
There is a decided difference of opinion as 
to whether the propositions for the release of 
Colonel Polk now peuding before the legisla- 
ture will be accepted. The vote thereon will 
be taken Monday, and in the meantime there 
is a great deal of log-rolling by those inter- 
ested in the settlement to induce the legisla- 
ture to accept the present offer. ‘There seems 
to bea general feeling, however, that if it 
is rejected the treasurer’s friends will pay off 
the whele amountin the new issue, which 
will be a better settlement for the state than 
the one now proposed. The present offer is 
to pay $100.000 in the new issue and $108,750 
in state bonds and coupons apd $75,000 more 
in the new issue in from cixty to ninety days 
This leaves $80,250 still due the state. For 
this amount Polk is to give his individual 
note, secured by a mortgage on his Mexican 
silver mine. 

His trial is set for Monday, but there is 
no expectation that he will be brought into 
court then, for if the settlement now of- 
fered should be refused it is probable that an- 
o her one will be made at once. Even if 
this should not be, Polk's health will doubt 
less necesitate a postponement of the trial 
for some time, 
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DEPOSITORS TO THECHURCH. 


A Massachusettes Ecclesiastical Inatitution Fails with 
ever $500,000, 

LAWRENCE, Mass., February 24.—Seven 
suits have been instituted against the Auguy 
tinian society,a Roman Catholic organiza- 
tion formed here in 1870, to receive the de- 
posits of the parishioners of the church. At- 
tachments have been issued for twenty-seven 
thousand dollars, and more are likely to fel- 
low. The society was formed by priests, and 
consequently chartered by the legislature, 
with authorityto hold property not exceed- 
ing $200,000, , pte amounts of rea! estate, 
including eburch property, have 
been =. « con veyed to the society 
from time to time since 1881, when Father 
Regan took charge of its affairs.. The depos- 
itors have had difficulty in securing deposits, 
and several claims have been entered against 
it. It has been selling real estate for some 
time past, and has been a large borrower of 
money from the banks. Ata meeting of the 
depositors, the latter were notified that no 


} money was left, but that the society would 
jendeavorto pay them at the rate of $24,000 


peryear. The indebtedness is placed at $5VV, - 
000 to depositors, and $200,090 to fhortgage 
holders. The depositors number 700, a ma 
them being poor 
female mill operatives. It is 
generally believed that this is the culmina- 
tion of severai years of gradual depreciation 
of the affairs of the society. Fatber O'Don- 
nell, one of its first controllers, invested 
largely in railroad stock, resulting in heavy 
losses. In addition to the poorer depositors, 
there are several heavy depositors, from 
$16,000 down to $5.00. Much excite- 
ment exists, and the statement of the 
society’s condition will probably be made at 
a meeting of the prominent Catholics on Sun- 
day. The anxiousdepositors continue to pour 
in attachmen®, 

Four additional attachments were placed 
to-day on the property of the Augustinian 
society, making fourteen in all. Further in- 
vestigation shows that the misfortunes of the 
society are due largely to injudicious develop- 
ment and improvement of church property. 
In face of an indebtedness of $20,000 the con- 
struction of the church of St. Mary was begun, 
costing about $300,000, for which but $384,000 
was collected.

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A PITIFUL SCENE AT THE BURIAL 
OF THE LITTLE CHILDREN. 


The Schoal Buildings Ali t Bs Exemined, With « 
View to Preventing s B+ petition of the Tregedy 
~ A Gambier’s Portane—A Benefit for the 
German Sufferers—Other Notes.

New York, February 24.—The severe criti- 
cism on the bureau of inspection of buildings 
for its neglect to condemn and cause alterations 
in the Fourth street Catholic school building, 
where sixteen children were killed on Tues-

to prepare diagrams showing the position and 
size of all the doors, windows, stairs and‘ 
means of egress of all the school buildings in 
the city, in order that regulations demanded 
for the safety of the pupils may be made. 
Two more victims ofthe disaster were buried 


to-day. 
A PITIFUL SCENE AT THE BURIAL. 

A pit:ful scene occurred at the burial of the 
little victims yesterday. Allof the children 
with the exception of Barbara Bechel, whose 
mother is a very poor widow, and Eliza Bran- 
denburg, whose father is in deep poverty, 
were buried in, family lots. These two were 
to be buried in the “poor ground.””. The 
hearse which brought the body of the little 
Brandenburg girl was delayed by the photo- 
graphing, and therefore Mrs. Bechel, with 
three little children and a few friends, was 
brought to the poor ground with her child’s 
body alone. It was to be interred in a com 
mon grave with a number of others, and the 
edge of the last coffin buried was visible 
through the red clay. The poor woman bad 
been unaware that her child was to be con- 
signed to an unmarked grave, and not until 
after the coffin had been partly covered 
did she realize the situation. Then she 
made a most piteous and tearful protest, and 
begged the man in charge of the grave-diggers 
to make them take up the coffin and let her 
take it home until she could find some other 
place to bury her child. The man told her he 
could do nothing about the matter, but finally 
agreed to go to the cemetery office ang see 
what could be done. For fifteen minut®@ the 
distracted mother, with her crying children 
und a few friends who vainly tried to comfort 
her, stood in the muddy soil at the edge of 
the grave, in the drizzling rain and snow, and 
waited his return. He told her that she 
would have to pay $5 to get the coffin taken 
up, and that amvunt wouid include its stor- 
age in acemetery vault fortwo days. The 


woman did not have the amount, 
and while the discussion was in  pro- 
gress the body of the little 
Brandenburg girl arrived. Mrs. Bechel 


seemed more reconciled upon earning that 
another of the little victims was to keep the 
body of her child company, and with many 
tears and sobs she finally permitted tbe burial 
to goon. Before the coffin, which was placed 
near the bottom of the common grave, was 
quite covered, the little brother of the dead 
child brought from the carriage a tinv mar- 
ble slab, which he begged the grave-digger, 
with tears streaming down his face, to bury 
next to his little sister’s coffin. It was 
marked ‘‘Barbara Beckel, aged 10. Died Feb. 
20," and had been purchased by the poor 
mother, at the cost of what privation none 
can tell, as a headstone for her little dauzh 
ter, whose grave after all remains un marked, 


DINK DAVIS’S STRIKE, 


A Philadelphia Gambler's Luck tn Winning a For 
tune. 

New York, February 24.—The engrossing 
topic of conversation in sporting circles in 
this city at present is the very large winnings 
that a Philadelphia gambler named “Dink’”’ 
Davis is said to have made 7 betting against 
faro in New York duriug the past month 
Davis's winnings are placed all the way from 
$45,000 to $60,000, and it is said that a large 
percentage of the total was won at a day game 
in Barclay street. 

Davis has been well known as a faro dealer 
in this city for years, and has the reputation 
of being one of the cleverest dealers in the 
country. His success has created a genuine 
sensation in sporting circles. The manager 
of a Sansom street gambling house who 
knows all about it, when asked for the truth 
of the stories which are the talk of the clubs 
where the gamblers congregate, said: 

‘Tt is true that Davis has won nearly all the 
money they give him credit for. They did 
not put the figures higher than $45,000 when 
I was in New York, although some were dis- 
posed to think his pot was nearer $60,000.”’ 

“Isn't that the worst beating the faro bank 
has had for some time?”’ 

“There has been nothing like it for ten 
years at least, when you consider that Davis 
bad only a small sum to startin with. When 
he first went over be had only about $1,900, 
and he lost nearly all of that before anything 
began to come his wav. But since then he 
has fairly broken their hearts.” 

‘Is he following # system?” 

“No; he is just playing right along as any 
man would piay who thoroughly understands 
his business.”’ 

‘‘How long has it taken him to win this 
money?” 

‘“Justabout a month. That’s the reason 
no one heard of it until he began to send 
money into the country. He sent $15,000 to 
his futher. You see he did not confine his 
play to any one house, but played around 
generally. In that way a man could win 
a couple of thousand in a night without at- 
tracting attention. The bank would expect 
to win it back the next night, so the first 
thing they knew Dink had gathered m a 
smali fortune.’’ 

‘‘How do you account for it?’ 

“I don’t account for it. He has strucka 
streak and that’s all there is in it. He has 
never done anything of the kind before. | 
have known him for years and it has always 
been up and down with him and rather more 
down than up.”’ 

‘He hit the Barclay street game very hard 
didn’t he?’ 

“I believe so. That’s a combination game, 
you understand, with five or six people back- 
ing it, but his play made two of them so 
tired they drew out. They knew when they 
had enough.” 

“Will he keep any of the money he didn’t 
send home?” 

“itis like this: He is playing right along, 
and it woutd be hard to tell how long he wiil 
last. Faro, woen squarely dealt, is a good 
game, witha fair percentage, but have you 
ever observed that sooner or later the gambler 
and the player both tumbled into the same 
basket—oroke? The gambler wouldn't get 
there if he didn't squander his money, but 
he does squander.” 

Davis is about thirty-two years of age, and 
is well known to the sporting fraternity ail 
over the country. A characteristic not un- 
common among gamblers is likely to bring 
him reverses that will make lis fall as precip- 
itate as hisrise was sudden. An old gambier 
described him in a line yesterd:y. He said: 
‘Now that Davis has got $49,000 or $60,000 he 
will wantthe earth That will settle him.”’

The Old-Time Hog—A New Article of Food—Opiaton

Our farmers before the war were famous for the 
fine meat raised in Georgia. A Georgia hog then 
was not the razor-back, pike-nosed hog 10W 80 Com- 
mon in the state, that relies more on its gpeed than 
anything else forits maintenance.

ANTICHOKES FOR STOCK. 
But little is knownin this country of the anti- 
choke, its properties and its usefulness as food for 


stock, There are two totally distinct plants known 
as the artichoke. One is a variety of thistle known 
as the gl ke, or En-lish aitichoke. The other is 
commonly cailed the Jerusalem antichoke, a varie- 
ty of sunflower be ‘ring the botanical name of neli- 
anthus tuberosum Of these there are several 
varietics, among which may be mentioned a small 
white, a yellow Mexican and the common Jerusa- 
lem, noue of which are of much value; hence the 
paucity of artichoke culture in the United States. 
here are, however, two improved varieties, both 
of which are of the greatest value, and as they af 
ford excellent food tor man ard beast, will repay 
the culiivator handsomely. These are the Red 
Brazilian and the improved large white French, 
a. d nove pthersshould be planted, if good results 
are sought for. 

These ariichokes are hardy, vigorous growers 
and immensely prolific, yielding from 8 0 to 1,300 
bushels of tubers to the acre, according to soil and 
culture. They are cultivatedin the same manner 
as potatoes, ouly being much hardier they may be 
planted earier, and the tubers for seed may be cut 
much smaller than potato sets, as any eye, or even 
part of an eye will produce a Vigorous plant. co se- 
quentiy much less seed is required than in the 
cuse of potatoes 
they may be dugin the fall afterthe stalks be 
gin to wither, or may. be left in the ground all the 
winter and dugin the spring before starting to 
grow again. The plant before fiowering, forms im- 
mense numbers of tubers, some of them extending 
two or three feetf om the parent plant, and by 
topping the siemsjust before flowerimg, a much 
greater increase of size will be obtained. The stem 
grows from 10 to 15 feet high, and are very leafy. 
making good fodd:rfor cattle if properly saved, 
either by the system of ensilege or merely cured 
in the same manner as corn fodder.

THE BRADLAUGH CASE. 

Afier a contest covering three years, the 
member for Northampton will probable be 
able soon to boast that he has won the seat to 
which he was elected, by effecting a revolu- 
tion in parliamentary oaths. Heretofore no 
mem ber-elect could take his seat without first 
calling upon the Supreme Power to witness 
the obligation. The government now asks par- 
jament to authorize the seating of members 
on affirmation, and the chances are that the 
proposition will be adopted, and Mr. Brad- 
laugh seated. 

Mr. Bradlaugh’s atheistical opinions and 
his ill-behavior should never have entered 
into the case at all, forit was not so much 
himself that has remained unrepresented 
since May, 1880, as the people of Northamp- 
ton. The house was full of bigotry when 
Mr. Bradlaugh first asked to be allowed to 
affirm, and it must be confessed that Mr. 
Gladstone displayed less courage in connec- 
tion with this subject than be has over any 
other matterthat has come up during his 
administration, The case has been a singular 
one throughout. After a select committee 
had reported against Mr. Bradlaugh’s right 


‘to take his seat on affirmation, he offered to 


take the oath. He had however previously 
stated thatif be took the oath be would not 
consider it binding. He proposed to waive his 
scruples simply to conform to the rules of the 
house. The house thereupon refused to let 
him conform toitsrules After anotber com- 
mittee had reported in favor of allowing Mr. 
Bradlaugh to test his case in the courts, he 
was allowed to take his seat on affirmation. 
This,was in 1880. The courts unseated him, 
holding that he was liable to heavy fines for 

every vote he cast. Northampton remained 
true to him and he was re-elected in 15381. When 
he again asked to be sworn in, Mr. Gladstone 
refused to take hold of the question, and he 
was kept out of his seat by a decisive vote

THE AGRICULTURAL PROSPECT. 

The farmers in Georgia who made plenty of 
corn and wheat and meat are probably rejoic- 
ing over their foresight and business sense. 
Cotton is not bringing a good price, but all 
other farm products from wheat down to eggs 
are scarce and dear. Corn and wheat are 
firmly held at good prices, and the outlook 
does not favor lower prices. Meats are also 
dear, and even in chickens and eggs 
there is a constant corner against 
consumers. With the exception of cotton, 
allfarm products are in demand at good 
prices. 

This is not the result of speculation at all. 
The crops of 1882 were abundant, but they 


1881 were deficient. The demand that 1881] 
threw upon 1882, together with the shortage 
and bad outlook in Europe, sustains prices; 
and the decreasg in the seeding of land in 
Europe on account of excessive rains and ruin 
ous floods, justifies the belief that high, or at 
least moderate prices, for all our 
surplus products, except, possibly, cotton, 
will prevail through another year, no matter 
how large our crops are. The foreign demand 
was. never much better, and it will certainly 
cover the coming crop, unless all the present 
indications prove false. 

There ig a moral in these now well known 
facts for our Georgia readers. If our farm 
ers insist on producing an immense crop of 
cotton, they certainly should strain every 
nerve to make theirownsupplies. Every one 
of them should put in an extra acre in corn 
and other products of consumption. If 
every farmer in the state 
would to this extent and 
in this way increase his acreage, the aggre- 
gate would divorce us altogether from the 
porthwest, materially speaking. There are 
138.626 farms in Georgia, and the addition 
of one acre in corn to each of them would 
result in a very handsome addition to this 
important crop. The truth is, there should 
be an extra effort on the part of our farmers 
to raise their own supplies. If they do not 
do this, they should not grumble at any 
prices that the northwest may _ exact 
next spring. Enough is now known 
to justify the assertion that all food crops will 
be high next winter, and if the crops in the 
northwest should be short, they will be very 
high. What assurance has any southern 
farmer'in face of such a prospect that cotton 
will bring a proportionate price? The situa- 
tion is to our mind very plain and very urg- 
ent. Wecan command prosperity and se- 
curity by raising our own supplies, and we 
can do that by devoting a few acres more in 
each case to necessary crops. 


THE COTTUN WORM, 
AV hile the cotton worm is awaiting the res- 
urrection provided by the seasons ahead, the 
indefatigable scientists are planning its de- 
struction. Thus far, it must be confessed, 
their labors have been in vain, notwithstand- 
ing that they have had theaid of individual 
inventors. The apparatus to throw a spray 
of poisonous fluid from the back of a horse 
attracted considerable attention at the cotton 
exposition, but we have not heard that the 
results justified the expectations. Solutions 
of Paris green have also flourished as a reme- 
dy, and other preparations have been tried 
with more or less success, 
But the cotton-worm remains an awkward 
customer. It isnot difficult to prepare rem- 
edies which act with deadly effect upon the 
insidious worm, but the trouble is in the ap- 
plication. It isobvious that the appliances and 
apparatus for applying the remedies are alto- 
gether too awkward and involve tou much la. 
bor. 
Professor Riley, the entomologist of the ag- 
ricultural department, who has been studying 
and investigating the cotton worm for several 
years, and who published several! 
pamphlets relating to the subject, seems to be 
of the opinion that no adequate means of ex- 
termination have yet been devised, and he is 
pursuing bis investigations. 
His purpose is to trace this pestiferous in- 
sect to its source and origin, and with this end 
in view will send a sub-commission to Bra- 
zil to study the habits of such South Ameri- 
can insects as are destructive to the cotten 
plant. According to Professor Riley, the an- 
nual losses of the south from the ravages of 
the cotton worm amount to $15,000,000, and 
his investigations have been instituted forthe 
purpose of annibilating the pest cheaply and 
effectually. Itisto be hoped that his efforts 
will be crowned with success.

Edinburgh Letter to the Vondon Times. 

The extent to which crime is facilitated and en- 
couraged by lax methods of conducing business 
reveives frequent illustration. but it has seldom 
been exhibited more strikingly than in connection 
with the frauds lately di-covered to have been per- 
petrated on the Dissenting Mivisters’ friendly 
society of Scotland. The story is a very painful 
oue, because of the respectable position of many 
who are eflected by it. It is elso one of the most 
shameful ever laid before the public, because the 
persons defrauded are the widows and the ory hans 
of dissenting clergymen, many of whom are wholly 


. Any condoning of what he lyasdone will have 
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ty’s affairs has revealed the startling fact that of its 
funds, amounting to £30,940, much the greater part 
has disappeared. The securities which may be re- 
garded as good amount oily to £5,000, 

The defaulter is an Edinburgh accountant named 
Donald Smith Peddie, who suddenly disappeared 
about two months ago. The chief peculiarity in 
the case is that Peddie did not hold any recognized 
office in connection with the society. His brother 
the Rev. Dr. Willlam Peddie, of Edinburgh, has 
been nominally treasurer of the society for the last 
thirty seven years, has been re-elected an tappily, 
and has drawn the salary of that office; but the 
whole of the busizess of the society has been man- 
aged during these years by Donald Peddie for his 
brother; who seems to have given him half of his 


salary. Donald Peddie’s connection with 
he society began still earlier. 
His father, the Rev. Dr. James Peddie, 


was treasurer of the soclety from its commence- 
ment in 1797 till his death in 1-45. In 1833, Donald 
Peddie was conjoined by his tather as assistant 
treasurer, in consideration of the advanced age and 
failing powers of the latter, who was then in his 
seventy-fifth year. This official connection of Don- 
ald Peddie with the society terminated at his 
father’s death inl 1845. When his brother, Dr Wil- 
liam Peddie, was elect-d to succeed his father, 
Donald Peddie wus not elected as his assistant, and 
his connection with the socfety has been wholly in- 
f al for the last \7 years. 
fter Dr. James Peddie’s death his son, Dr. Wil- 
liam, requested the directors to appoint him treas- 
urer, with his brother Donald as essistant. A com- 
mittee of the directors reported against this propo- 
sal. They objected expressly to Donald Peddie’s 
appointment b: cause he was not a member of the 
society, and because, being in business as an ac- 
countant, he might be called on to act both fora 
clieut Bs borrower and tor the society as lender. 
Nevertheless, Dr. William Peddie was elected bya 
majority atthe annuel meeting of the society in 
May, 1346. Finding that Donald knew a great deal 
more about the soviety’s business than he himself 
did. the new treasurer gladly availed himself of 
his brother’s assistance, and the loose and informal 
arrangement then begun, continued from that time 
ull last November, when bonsld Peddie saw that, 
owing to circumstances affecting his character then 
made public, it would be impossible for him longer 
to maintain his position. He therefore absconded, 
and soon afterward a warrant was issued for his ap- 
rrehension ona charge of forgery He nas not since 
en heard of. but he is re arsed te be in Spain. 
The use he had made of his connection with the 
society during forty-nine years is made only too 
evident by the elaborate report on the society’s af- 
fairs, prepared by Mr. John Blair, W. S., and ¢con- 
sidered ata general meeting held here. Itappears 
from that report that the funds which have to be 
accounted for amount to £30,940. Against this have 
to be put securites classed as ‘“‘bad,’’ representing 
£21,840. Some of these securities are purely ficti- 
tiousand have no deeds to represent them. Others 
are ip Ar a og by deeds which are forged. Others 
once held by the society have been parted with, 
but are still entered in the accounts as available as- 
sets. The securities classed as ‘doubtful’ amount 
to£4,100. They are reckoned doubtful because, in 
th case of many of them,the loss may be thrown on 
other parties as fairly as on the society. The secur- 
ities classed as ‘‘good’’ amount, as has been said, 
only to £5,000, leaving a deficit of $25,940.

The Genéral Diatributing Agent of the Commissioner 
Reaches the Clty. 
Yesterday Mr. George G. Davenport, general dis- 
tributing agent of the Unired States fish commis- 
sioner, reached the city and will remuin for sev" 
eral weeks. Last night,inreply to a CONST(TUTION 
reporter's query, he said; 
‘] have come to establish a southern depot for 
the United States fi-h commissioner 
and will distribute fish to 
applicants livingin allthe gulf states, who now 
have their applications filed or may have them 
filed with the United States commissiover prior to 
March Ist. All applications for carp up to that 
date wilibe filled. After thattims there will be no 
carp distributed by the United States until next 
season, at least, unless the weather continues cool 
in which case the distribution will goon.” 
“Have you anything todo with supplying carp 
on the applications made to the state?” 
No. leannot supply any one from Atlante unless 
his application is on filein the office in Washing- 
ton.

GUARDED AGAINST FIRE? 


Schoola—How the Chitdren Are Taught to Act 
in Case of Fire—How tke Buildings Can 
be Cleared in Less han « Minute.

‘Tell me how you manage the fire drill?’’ 


‘Three years ago I saw the necessity of such a 
drill and at onee organizedit. Every school in the 
city, white and colored, grammar school and 
high schoél, is under the system of drill. I wish 
vou could see the drill, but as this is Saturday 
of course you cannotto-day. The regulations are 
simple. At the tap of the bell or the cry of fire 
the children spring to their feet, step to the aisie 
and march out of the building three abreast. 
They are not permitted to take with them apy of 
their books, hats or anything else. As much 
as I would regret to see a building burned down, I 
tell you I would rather see the best school building 
in this city burned to the ground than that a stam- 
pede should occurin which a child would have an 
arm or leg broken. iI have thoroughly tested the 
chi dren, and I am sure that we may rely on them 
to safely escape from any school buildiug in case of 
fire.’’ 

“I wish you had been with me last Wednesday,”’ 
continued Major Staton. *“‘Mr. Allison, school su: 
perintendent of Quincey, Florida, was in the city 
Inspecting ou: school system He went outto Wal- 
ker street school with me and Mr. Chaney, 
who is in the city and whois a member of the 
board of education of Boston. Walker street school 
is the largest of the eight grammar schools and has 
725 pupilson the roll. As weneared the building, 
which you know is very large and has a fine a ppear- 
aace. Mr. Chaney remarked that if a fire should 
oecur the result would be disastrous, that many 
children would be crusheg or burned to death. I 
told the two gentleman to -— at once, and, catch- 
ing sight of the janitor, I called him to me and 


ordered him to go into the building and 
give the alarm of fire. He was aston- 
ished. and hesitated, but I repeated 


my order and at once he rushed iuto the building, 
‘apped the bell and shouted fire. 1 had already 
told Mr. Chaney to take out his watch and hé was 
holding itin hishand. Assoon as the bell was 
sounded there was a rumbling noise made by the 
numberless feet inside the buildiug and in an in- 
stant almost the steady stream of young folks be- 
gen to pour out of the building. They came out 


with atramp, tramp, tramp, like soldiers, three 
abreast, and bareheaded. As the last chiid filed 
out Mr, Chaney called the time—a 


minute and ten seconds. Assoon as the children 
were in the yard the ranks were broken and 
everybody began to ply the janitor with questions, 
while Professor Bisien gave him a scolding. For his 
defense, he pointed to me,and the gentlemen who 
were with me. Thechildren then understood that 
it wasa test drill and quietly returned to their 
rooms. Boththe gentlemen who were with me 
were charmed with the result of the test. The other 
day I emptied this Girls’ High school building in 
forty-five seconds. The grand jury two or three years 
avo was charged toexamine the school buildings 
and the means of escape in case of fire. At my sug 
gestion they went tothe Crew street school, gave 
the alarm, and in sixty-three seconds there was not 
achild in the house and there had not been one 
perticle of rush. The children never know when 
there is a fire and when there is not. They are in- 
strueted and trained simply to rise when the alarm 
is given, form into line, and march out without 
looking back. ‘The teachers are the last to*leave 
the room, and not a word is spoken. Throughout 
sll the dril's there has never been an accicent.”’ 
‘Was there ever an alarm given when there was 
really a fire?”’ 

“Yes, at Ivy street school a fire broke out one day. 
The janitor tapped the bell, and the children went 
outlaughing. They supposed that it was @ test 
drill. After they were outand saw the fire they 
were nervous and frightened as sma'il children 
would naturally be but they weresafe then. You 
may sav with ‘ruth that Atlanta schoolchildren 
are well protected against fire.’’

THE SIORY OF SONGS. 


llow the Most Famous Sentimental Songs Ever Writ 
ten. 
From the Music and Drama. 
SENTIMENTAL 8ONGS, 

The vast majority of sougs which have been writ. 
ten come properly under this head. A sentimental 
song isasong which embodiesa beautiful senti- 
ment. Itis thus a love song, but may be of any 
character. Most ariasin operas are, strictly speak- 
ing, sentimental songs, as well as the large propor- 
tion of songs which are sung in the social. One of 
the best sentimental songs is ‘‘Days of Absence,”’ 
written by Rousseau, the great French skeptic,-to 
carry out a favorite idea of his that the most moving 
song is by its nature simple both in melody and 
harmony. Healso wrote another song on three 
notes only to show what variety these three could 
vive. “Stars of the Summer Night,"’ a very famous 
song especially for serenders, was written by Alfred 
H. Pease, the noted pianist, whose sad death in 
this city a few months ago was so greatly deplored 
by his friends. ‘‘Love's Young Dream’’ was one of 
Moore's best, but the tune to which it is commonly 
sung is from an Irish ballad called ‘‘The Old Wo- 
man.’’ Moore sang his own songs so well that both 
the auditors and himself were often moved to tears. 
O:rce when he wassinging this song a lady who 
heard him implored him to stop. ‘‘For heaven's 
sake stop, this is not good for n.y soul.'’ ‘Go, For- 
get Me,”’ is from one of Mozart’s operas, while 
“Away With Melancholy” is the slave's chorus in 
the *‘Magic Flute,’’ one of his best productions, 

‘‘Kathleen Mavourmen’’ was sold by Crouch, the 
author, for $25,and brought the publisbers as many 
thousands. Crouch was hopelessly improvident, 
and in his latter days becameatramp. When Mad. 
Titiens was in this country a number of years ago 
she sung “‘“Kathleen Mavourneen’’ in New York, 
when a dirty tramp introduced himself es Crouch: 
was recognized, and thanked her for singing the 
song so well. “I'll Hang My Harp on a Willow 
Tree’ is said to bave been the composition of a 
young English nobleman who had fallen hopelessly 
in love with the Princess Victoria. When she suc- 
ceei.ed to the throne he gave up in derpair and 
wrote thie famous ballad. “Annie Laurie’ is 200 
years old, and was the production of a man named 
Douglass to celebrate the praise of a girl named 
Laurie. The lady afterward, with true feminine 


inconstancy, deserted the man who made her fa _ 


ii a ae 


mous and maried another man named Ferguson. 
“Salley in Our Alley” is as old as “‘Anuie Laurie,” 
and was the work of Carey, the dramatist, In his 
works is found the following accouuts of bis origin: 
“A shoemaker's apprentice, taking a holiday with 
his sweetheart, treated her to a sight of Bedlam, 
the puppet-shows, the flying chairs, and all the 
elegancies of Moorfield; thence proceeding toa pie- 


house, he gave her a collation of buns, cheese 


cakes, gammon of bacon, stuffed beef and bottléd 
ale. through all which scenes’ the author dogged 


them, and whence he drew this little sketch of 


nature; but, being then young and obscure, he was 


very much ridiculed by some of his acquaintance 


for this performance, but which was amply recom- 


penced by the applause of the divine Addison, who 


was pleased more than once to mention it with ap- 


probation.’’ 
SONGS OF THE PAST. 


Songs which recall the scenes and events of the far 


distant past have always been popular, and many 
pathetic incidents are narrated concerning their 
origin. “Long, Long 4go’’ was the composition of 
Thomas H. Bayly, an Englishman, who was con- 
stantly harassed by the fear that he would be un- 
able to provide for the wants of his family. ‘Old 
Dog Tray,’’ ef which 125,000 coples were sold in the 
first eighteen months after its publication, was 
written by Fosterona piece of brown wrapping 
paper in the back room of a grocery store, where he 
was fond oflounging. Foor Foster's last days were 
extremely unhappy. He lived in New York, per- 
sonally a stranger, but known to every one through 
his songs. ‘“‘Auld Lang Syne’’ is popularly sup 
posed to be the composition of Burns, but in fact 
he wrote only the second and third verses of the 
ballad, ascommonly sung, retouching the other 
from an older and less familiar song. ‘Ben Bolt’’ 
was scribbled by Dr. English asasea song for the 
New Mirror, N. P. Willis’ paper. English knew 
nothing of the sea, and only one line has any con- 
nection with sea topics. It had a wonderful run 
for several years, but, like most other songs, finally 
passed outofmemory. “The Old Oaken Bucket”’ 
was written by Woodworth in New York city during 
the hot summer of 1817. He .came into the house 
and drank a glass of water,and then said, ‘‘How 
much more refreshing it would be to take & geod 
long drink from the old oaken bucket that 
used to hang in my father’s well!’’ His wife heard 
the remark, and suggested that it was a happy 
thought fora poem. He sat down and wrote the 
song as we haveit. ‘‘Woodman, Spare That Tree,”’ 
was the result of an incident that happened to 
George P. Morris, A friend’s mother had owned & 
little place in the country which she was obliged, 
from poverty, to sell. On the property grew a large 
oak which had been planted by his grandfather. 
The purchaser of the house and land proposed to 
cut down the tree, and Morris's friend paid him $10 
for a bond that the eak shouid be spared. Morris 
heard the story, saw the tree and wrote the song. 
“Oftin the Still Night’? was produced by Moore 
after his family had undergone apparently every 
possible misfortune. One of his children died 
young, another went astray and a third was acci- 
dentally killed. A thousand memories naturally 
clustered round him when he reviewed the past, 
and the charming expression of these has made*the 
song permanently popular in spite of the scores of 
parodics. 
HOME SONGS, 

The chief lyric in this connection is, of course, 
‘Home, Sweet Home.’’ Payne wrote it to help fill 
up an opera he was preparing, and:at first it had 
four stanzes. The author never received anything 
for it, but, though the opcra was a failure when 
played in the Covent Garden theater, the song 
took. and over 100,000 copies were sold the first year, 
In two years the publishers cleared over $10,000 by 
the publication, and the variations, transcriptions, 
and imitations have been innumerable. 

“Casties in the 4ir’’ was written by aglass painter 
named Ballantine. He was fond of looking at the 
coals and imagining faces and forms in fiery depths 
and the song is the result of one of these dreams. 
‘Rain on the Roof’ is said by Kinney, the author, 
to have come to him without effort. It was sent to 
a Cincinnati paper and rejected. <A few days after 
one of the publishers of the paper happened to be 
looking in the waste drawer and found the poem, 
and with an oath. demanded who put it there. it 
was printed the next day. and went wherever 
English was spoken. Fostér’s “Old Folks at Home”’ 
was the best Song he ever wrote. Over 400,000 copies 
were sold by the firm that first published it, and 
the suthor sseid to have received 15,000 for his 
share of th sale. The idee of writing negro m-»lo- 
dies occurred to Foster from seeing what pleasure 
was given by the crude absurdities preseuted in his 
time by the minstrels. He thought he ceuld do 
better. Beginning with the ‘‘Camptown laces,’’ he 
went on to the simple and pathetic songs and mel- 
odies which have made his name fauions, Christy, 
the noted minstrel, paid $400 for the privilege of 
having his name printed oa one edition of “Old 
Folks at Home’”’ as the author and composer. The 
sung is thus often erroneously attributed to hin 
‘‘Rock Me to Sleep’’ was written by Mrs. Allen, of 
Maine. She was paid $5 forit, and Russell & Co.. 
of Boston, who had in three years gained $4,000 by 
its sale, offered her $5 apiece for any sougs she 
might write. Some years after, when a poor widow 
and in need of money, she sent them a song which 
was promptly rejected.

This paper says they are growing 
into mob: ata They fight, and 
shoot round, and rebel, terms to 
the professor, and threaten to quit college if 
their demands are not granted, and the editor 
lays all the blame on too much athletic’s too 
much manly exercise on ropes, and swings, 
and jumping bars, too much development of 
muscle. Well it may be thatthey have more 
of that sort of things than is necessary for 
good health, but itsa very poor reason for 
riots, and rows, and*rumpusses, and rebellion 
and itis notthe true reason. Those boys 
were not raised right and most of ’em have 
got too much money. That's whats’ the mat- 
ter. Muscle don’t make anybody belligerent. 
On the contrary it isa law of nature that the 


most muscular men are the kindest in dispo- 
sition. They hardly ever get mad. I’ve seen 
these puny fellows who could hardly knock 
a fly off a wall. get furiously mad and buckle 
up to a man twice hiss.ze.
